My  Lord  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Thirteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  County  Borough  of  Belfast  and  the  administration  of  the  Public 
Health  Department. 

The  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar-General  for  Ireland  to  the 
middle  of  the  year,  was  393,000,  exactly  similar  to  that  for  the  preceding  year. 
In  former  reports  I drew  attention  to  the'great  injustice  done  to  the  City  by  the 
Registrar-General’s  estimate,  and  in  my  report  for  the  year  1917  I pointed  out 
that  if  the  population  had  been  calculated  on  the  average  number  of  persons  per 
house,  as  shewn  by  the  Census  Returns  of  1911,  and  the  number  of  occupied 
dwelling-houses,  it  would  have  been  over  404,000  for  that  year  alone  ; 
notwithstanding  this,  the  population  for  the  year  1918  is  fixed  at  the  same  figure 
as  that  for.  1917,  no  allowance  whatever  being  made  for  the  great  influx  of  people 
to  the  City  during  the-last  few  years,  many  of  whom,  together  with  their  families, 
have  had  to  content  themselves  with  a couple  of  rooms,  no  proper  housing  accom- 
modation being  available. 

I regret  to  report  a considerable  increase  in  the  death  rate  from  all  causes. 
The  rate  for  the  year  was  22.7  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  that  for  the  pre- 
ceding year  16.7.  The  increase  was  almost  entirely  due  to  the  serious  epidemics 
of  influenza,  followed  by  septic  pneumonia,  which  occurrred  in  the  summer  and 
autumn  of  the  year  and  were  universally  prevalent.  During  the  summer  period, 
which  included  the  four  weeks  ended  the  13th  July,  the  average  annual  death  rate 
was  35.8,  while  that  for  the  same  period  of  the  preceding  year  was  12.9,  and  during 
the  autumn  period — six  weeks  ended  14th  December — the  rate  was  46.9,  against 
13.5  for  the  preceding  year. 

The  death  rate  from  zymotic  diseases  was  1.8  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
an  increase  of  0.7,  compared  with  the  preceding  year  ; the  increase  was  due  to 
measles  and  whooping  cough. 

1 

There  was  an  increase  of  4.4  per  1,000  in  the  death  rate  from  chest  affections, 
the  rate  being  10.4,  compared  with  6.0  for  the  preceding  year.  7 per  cent,  of  the 
increase  was  due  to  phthisis,  47  per  cent,  to  penumonia,  and  46  per  cent,  to  other 
diseases  of  the  respiratory  system. 


The  birth  rate  for  the  year  was  23.6,  an  increase  of  1.4  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion, compared  with  the  preceding  year. 

The  infectious  disease  notifications,  which  have  been  steadily  decreasing 
during  the  past  three  years,  shewed  a further  satisfactory  reduction.  The  number 
of  cases  notified  during  the  year  was  797,  compared  with  1,075  during  the  year  1917 
and  1,467  during  1916. 

A great  amount  of  extra  work  was  entailed  by  the  Department  in  its  endeavour 
to  combat  the  epidemics  of  influenza  which  occurred  during  the  year.  Everything 
possible  was  done  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease.  Posters  giving  instructions 
to  the  public  with  respect  to  the  precautions  to  be  taken  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  infection  and  advising  medical  aid  without  delay  in  case  of  illness  were  dis- 
played throughout  the  City  and  in  public  works,  tramcars,  etc.,  and  during  the 
epidemic  periods  all  schools  in  the  City  were  closed.  As  a further  precaution, 
septic  pneumonia,  which  was  the  principal  cause  of  death,  was  made  notifiable.

The  Child  Welfare  Centres  were  very  active  during  the  year,  and,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  ladies  who  gave  their  services  voluntarily  and  to  whom  the 
Department  is  greatly  indebted,  a great  amount  of  work  was  carried  out,  which 
I have  no  doubt  will  have  very  beneficial  effects  on  the  health  of  the  community

9,282  births  were  registered  during  the  year  equivalent  to  a birth  rate  of 
23.6  per  1,000  of  the  population.  This  is  an  increase  of  1.4  per  1,000,  compared 
with  the  preceding  year,  when  the  number  registered  was  8,718  and  the  rate  22.2. 

The  average  number  registered  annually  during  the  ten  years  1908-1917 
was  10,581,  and  the  average  annual  birth  rate  26.9.

ZYMOTIC  DISEASES. 

703  deaths  were  caused  by  zymotic  diseases  during  the  year,  equivalent  to  7.9 
per  cent,  of  the  total  number  of  deaths  registered  from  all  causes,  or  a zymotic 
death  rate  of  1.8  per  1,000  of  the  population.  During  the  preceding  year  the 
deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  numbered  413 — 6.3  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths, 
or  a death  rate  of  1.1. 

25,  or  3.6  per  cent.,  of  the  total  deaths  from  zymotic  diseases  were  caused 
by  typhoid  fever  ; 3,  or  0.4  per  cent.,  by  typhus  fever  ; hi,  or  15.8  per  cent.,  by 
measles  ; 12,  or  1.7  per  cent.,  by  scarlet  fever  ; 317,  or  45.1  per  cent.,  by  whooping 
cough  ; 30,  or  4.3  per  cent.,  by  diphtheria  ; and  205,  or  29.2  per  cent.,  by  diarrhoea. 

" The  diseases  from  which  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  were  registered  were 
whooping  cough,  diarrhoea,  and  measles,  the  figures  being  respectively  317,  205, 
and  in.  The  comparative  figures  for  the  preceding  year  were  57,  180,  and  98 
respectively.

No  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the  year. 

TYPHUS  FEVER. 

23  cases  of  typhus  fever  were  notified,  pursuant  to  the  Infectious  Disease 
(Notification)  Act,  1889 — an  attack  rate  of  0.06  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

37  cases  occurred  during  the  preceding  year,  and  the  average  number  notified 
annually  during  the  ten  years  1908-1917  was  13. 

3 deaths  occurred  during  the  year,  equivalent  to  a case  mortality  of  13.04 
per  cent.,  or  a death  rate  of  0.008  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

173  cases  were  notified,  but  15  of  these  were  found,  on  investigation,  not  to 
be  suffering  from  the  disease.  In  addition  to  those  notified,  2 cases  notified  as 
Simple  Continued  Fever  were  found  to  be  Typhoid,  which  made  the  total  number 
of  cases  that  occurred  during  the  year  160 — an  attack  rate  of  0.41  per  1,000  of  the 
population. 

The  number  of  cases  which  occurred  during  the  preceding  year  was  262,  and 
the  average  number  notified  annually  during  the  ten  years  1908-1917  was  132. 

25  deaths  were  registered,  equivalent  to  a case  mortality  of  15.6  per  cent., 
or  a death  rate  of  0.06  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

262  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  ; of  these  4 were  found,  on  investiga- 
tion, not  to  be  suffering  from  the  disease.  In  addition  to  those  notified,  1 case 
notified  as  diphtheria  was  found  to  be  scarlet  fever,  which  made  the  total  number 
that  occurred  during  the  year  259 — an  attack  rate  of  0.66  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  number  of  cases  which  occurred  during  the  preceding  year  was  427, 
and  the  average  number  notified  annually  during  the  ten  years  1908-1917  was 
1,096. 

12  deaths  were  registered,  equivalent  to  a case  mortality  of  4.6  per  cent.,  or 
a death  rate  of  0.03  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

4 cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  and,  in  addition,  there  were  2 unnotified 
cases,  which  made  the  total  number  that  occurred  during  the  year  6. 

During  the  preceding  year  5 cases  occurred,  and  the  average  number  notified 
annually  during  the  ten  years  1908-1917  was  n. 

4 deaths  occurred,  equivalent  to  a case  mortality  of  66.7  per  cent. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  MEMBRANOUS  CROUP. 

231  cases  were  notified,  but  on  investigation  19  of  these  were  found  not  to  x 
be  suffering  from  the  disease.  In  addition  to  those  notified,  one  case  notified  as 
Scarlet  Fever  was  found  to  be  diphtheria,  which  made  the  total  number  that 
occurred  during  the  year  212 — an  attack  rate  of  0.54  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
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The  number  of  cases  which  occurred  during  the  preceding  year  was  179,  and 
the  average  number  notified  annually  during  the  ten  years  1908/1917  was  252. 

30  deaths  were  registered,  equivalent  to  a case  mortality  of  14. 1 per  cent., 
or  a death  rate  of  0.08  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

ERYSIPELAS. 

65  cases  were  notified  during  the  year — an  attack  rate  of  0.17  per  1,000  of 
the  population. 

The  number  notified  during  the  preceding  year  was  113,  and  the  average 
number  notified  annually  during  the  ten  years  1908/1917  was  212. 

CEREBROSPINAL  MENINGITIS. 

17  cases  were  notified,  3 of  which  were  found  on  investigation  not  to  be 
suffering  from  the  disease,  which  made  the  total  number  of  cases  which  occurred 
during  the  year  14 — an  attack  ra+e  of  0.04  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  number  of  cases  which  occurred  during  the  preceding  year  was  9,  and  the 
average  number  notified  annually  during  the  5 years  1913/1917  was  21. 

7 deaths  were  registered,  equivalent  to  a case  mortality  of  50  per  cent.,  or 
a death  rate  of  0.02  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

POLIOMYELITIS. 

No  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  during  the  year. 

4 cases  occurred  during  the  preceding  year,  and  the  average  number 
notified  annually  during  the  five  years  1913/1917  was  8. 

MEASLES. 

hi  deaths  were  registered  as  having  been  caused  by.  this  disease  during  the 
-year,  equivalent  to  a death  rate  of  0.28  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  number  registered  during  the  preceding  year  was  98,  and  the  average 
number  registered  annually  during  the  ten  years  1908/1917  was  17b. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

317  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year,  equivalent  to  a death  rate  of  0.81 
per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  number  registered  during  the  preceding  year  was  57,  and  the  average 
number  registered  annually  during  the  ten  years  1908/1917  was  145. 

DIARRHOEA. 

205  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year  ; 175  of  these  were  children  under 
2 years  of  age  and  30  were  2 years  of  age  and  upwards.  The  death  rate  per  1,000 
of  the  population  was  0.52. 

The  number  registered  during  the  preceding  year  was  180,  and  the  average 
number  registered  annually  during  the  ten  years  1908/1917  was  276. 

SEPTIC  PNEUMONIA. 

This  disease  was  made  notifiable  on  the  14th  December  for  six  months.'  The 
number  of  esses  notified  till  the  end  cf  the  year  was  17.

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PRECAUTIONS  TAKEN  TO  PREVENT  THE  SPREAD  OF 

INFECTION. 

As  soon  as  the  Department  became  aware  of  a case  of  infectious  disease  the 
premises  wherein  the  disease  occurred  were  immediately  visited  and  enquiries 
made  as  to  the  origin  of  the  disease.  If  it  was  found  that  the  patient  was  unsuit- 
ably housed  immediate  removal  to  hospital  was  insisted  upon.  In  cases  where 
home  treatment  was  permitted  instructions  were  given  as  to"  the  precautions  to 
be  taken  in  order  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infection,  and  periodical  visits  were 
made  in  order  to  ensure  that  these  instructions  were  being  carried  out. 

Owing  to  the  epidemics  of  influenza  which  occurred  during  the  summer  and 
autumn  it  was  considered  advisable  to  close  all  the  schools  in  the  City  for  several 
weeks  during  each  outbreak.  A number  of  schools  were  also  closed  at  other 
periods  of  the  year  owing  to  an  abnormal  number  of  cases  of  other  infectious 
diseases  having  occurred  among  the  children  in  attendance. 

DISINFECTION. 

All  houses  in  the  City  in  which  infectious  disease  occurred,  of  which  the 
Department  had  knowledge,  were  thoroughly  disinfected.  The  bedding,  clothing, 
etc.,  of  the  patient  and  all  other  articles  likely  to  retain  infection  were  removed 
to  the  Disinfecting  Station,  Laganbank  Road,  and  subjected  (to  steam  under 
pressure. 

The  number  of  houses  disinfected  during  the  year  was  2,925. 

Disinfectants  were  also  supplied,  free  of  cost,  to  every  applicant  in  whose 
home  infectious  diseases  occurred,  as  well  as  to  those  whom  it  was  considered  were 
not  in  a position  to  purchase  same.  The  object  of  the  free  distribution  of  disin- 
fectants is  to  encourage  cleanliness  in  the  homes. 

The  schools  throughout  the  City  were  visited,  and  were  supplied  with  dis- 
infectants, free  of  cost,  with  which  the  Principals  were  advised  to  spray  the 
schools  frequently. 

Table  No.  — shows  the  number  of  articles  treated  at  the  Disinfecting  Station 
during  the  year. 

LIBRARY  BOOKS. 

During  the  year  62  volumes  belonging  to  the  Central  and  Branch  Public 
Libraries  were  taken  by  the  officers  of  the  Department  from  houses  in  which 
infectious  diseases  occurred,  and  withdrawn  from  circulation,  amounting  to  a loss 
of  £16  6s.  9d.  to  the  Library  Committee.  The  books  of  other  Libraries  were 
\ disinfected  and  returned  if  the  owners  did  not  consent  to  their  being  burned.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

1,339  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  old  were  registered  during  the  year, 
equivalent  to  144  deaths  per  1,000  births,  an  increase  of  14  per  1,000,  compared 
with  the  preceding  year. 

Of  the  total  number  registered  452,  or  33.8  per  cent.,  were  due  to  congenital 
debility  ; 331,  or  24.7  per  cent.,  to  bronchitis  and  pneumonia  ; 172,  or  12.8  per 
cent.,  to  diarrhoeal  diseases  ; 115,  or  8.6  per  cent.,  to  measles  and  whooping  cough, 
and  43,  or  3.2  per  cent.,  to  convulsions.  These  were  the  principal  causes  of  death. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT. 

8,870  births,  including  237  still-births  and  360  illegitimate  births,  were 
notified  during  the  year,  pursuant  to  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  ; 4,557  of 
these  were  males  and  4,149  were  females,  and  in  164  instances  the  sex  was  not 
stated. 

Of  the  total  number  notified  7,394  were  selected  for  visitation  and  supervision, 
and  during  the  year  36,773  visits  were  made. 
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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 


Five  of  the  six  Child  Welfare  Centres  provided  for  in  the  Scheme  were  in  full 
and  active  operation  during  the  year,  and  a great  amount  of  very  useful  and 
beneficial  work  was  carried  out.  The  Centres  are  situated  at  Donegall  Road, 
Chamberlain  Street,  Danube  Street,  Frederick  Street,  and  Shankill  Road,  and  are 
each  open  one  evening  in  the  week,  when  a Medical  Practitioner,  a properly  trained 
and  qualified  Nurse,  and  a Health  Visitor,  together  with  several  voluntary  workers, 
are  in  attendance. 


The  work  of  the  Centre  consists  of  a thorough  medical  examination  of  babies 
and  medical  advice  as  to  their  treatment  where  such  is  required.  Each  baby  is 
weighed  periodically,  and  the  weight  recorded  in  order  to  ascertain  the  progress 
being  made  and  to  assist  in  the  discovery  of  defects  or  ailments  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment,  and  thus  prevent  or  check  any  disease  which  may  impede  its 
progress  or  have  a detrimental  effect  upon  its  after-life.  Consultations  are  held 
with  mothers  with  respect  to  their  health,  and  they  are  advised  and  instructed 
in  the  care  of  infants  and  young  children,  and  are  supplied  with  instructive 
literature  on  the  subject.  Food,  such  as  Virol  and  Glaxo,  is  supplied  at  cost 
price  and  free  to  cases  where  it  is  considered  the  circumstances  warrant  it.  In 
addition  to  assisting  in  the  regular  work  of  the  Centres,  the  ladies  who  assisted 
voluntarily  throughout  the  year  very  kindly  provided  suitable  clothing  for  babies 
at  a very  nominal  charge.  Entertainments  were  given  at  the  various  Centres, 
when  prizes  for  good  attendance  were  distributed  by  the  voluntary  workers,  who 
also  provided  tea  and  assisted  in  the  musical  programme.  The  halls  in  which 
the  entertainments  were  given  were  artistically  decorated  with  flowers  and  flags, 
and  everything  possible  done  for  the  comfort  and  enjoyment  of  the  members  of 
the  Club.

Dear  Sir, 

I beg  to  present  herewith  the  Annual  Report  for  1918.  The  accompany- 
ing tables  give  the  details  of  the  various  examinations  made  as  regards  milk, 
ice-cream,  water,  diphtheria,  Widal  reactions,  sputa,  Wasserman  reactions,  urines, 
and  some  miscellaneous  investigations  of  cerebro-spinal  fluid,  gonococci  anthrax, 
blood,  etc.,  etc. 

The  milk  examinations  were,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory,  although  from  time 
to  time  samples  were  sent  which  were  rich  in  ordinary  germs,  e.g.,  on  May  27th 
a sample  showed  ten  millions  germs  per  cubic  centimetre  ; similarly,  on  September 
4th  and  December  5th,  samples  gave  each  eight  millions  per  cubic  centimetre. 
But  these  samples  did  not  contain  any  colon  bacilli , and  it  would  appear  that  the 
number  of  germs  was  due  to  the  milk  being  somewhat  old  and  therefore  time  had 
been  given  for  an  over-growth  of  the  ordinary  bacteria  present  even  in  fresh  milk. 

As  regards  excretal  bacilli,  there  were  colon  bacilli  in — — c.c.  in  seven  cases 
out  of  131  examined  ; this  is,  of  course  satisfactory  as  evidence  of  cleanliness 
in  the  great  majority  of  the  samples.  The  samples  of  ice-cream  (six)  were  in 
every  way  satisfactory.  Four  samples  of  water  were  examined  for  typhoid  bacilli, 
in  each  case  with  negative  results. 

Three  hundred  and  twenty-two  swabs  were  tested  for  diphtheria  bacilli,  with 
positive  results  in  69  cases.  Of  these  swabs  107  came  mom  various  practitioners 
in  the  town,  no  fee  being  requested,  as  these  examinations  are  regarded  as  of 
importance  to  the  public  health  of  the  town,  and  are  often  sent  from  patients  who 
are  unable  conveniently  to  pay  for  such  work.  A similar  statement  is  true  as 
regards  many  other  examinations,  and  these  examinations  I venture  to  return  as 
part  o±  my  work  for  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Three  hundred  and  forty-three  Widal  reactions  were  performed  of  which  163 
were  positive.  Eighty-four  of  the  total  were  sent  in  by  local  practitioners. 

Of  sputum  175  samples  were  examined  for  tubercle,  with  46  positive  results, 
141  being  received  from  local  practitioners.  Similarly  175  samples  of  urine  were 
tested  lor  various  purposes,  most  of  them  (128)  coming  from  City  doctors. 

The  Wasserman  reactions  were  691  in  all,  ot  which  a little  more  than  one- 
halt  (349)  were  positive  ; here  again  a large  number  came  trom  local  practitioners 
(240).  Thus  among  the  various  examinations  included  in  this  report  there  are 
about  700  which  were  done  directly  for  general  practitioners  in  the  City,  bid  which 
could  not  be  refused,  although  not  technically  called  for  by  your  Department. 

Of  the  miscellaneous  examinations,  I may  refer  to  the  tables  for  details, 
where,  among  other  things,  there  are  noted  anthrax  examinations,  five  samples 
of  hair  being  tested  for  the  specific  bacillus,  with  negative  results,  and  two  samples 
of  blood,  one  of  which  was  positive.
